The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
disagrees with applicant's statement that an increase in pressure has a negligible effect 
on the solubility of either liquid or solutes in a solvent since applicant's own examples 
show an increased solubility with the increase in pressure (see Run 1 and 2, table in 
example 3). However, the examiner does not any motivation to utilize the instant 
limitation, a pressure higher than an equilibrium vapor pressure of the alkanol- 
containing solvent at the elevated temperature and between 400 psig to 600 psig . in 
Yang et al (300 psig) and Booij et al (col. 5, lines 5-15 of US 5,840,773, 2 MPa=290 
psig) since both patents teach utilization of the vapor pressure of the extraction agent 
(alkanol and alkanol/water) at the temperature of the extraction.
